Sidney Hillman 
You'd better get acquainted with the 


facts concerning Sidney Hillman. As head 
of the CIO political activities, he is a new 
boss behind the scenes in Washington. 
You'll be hearing more and more about him. 
For three years now we have been advising 
our readers of the development in labor 
political power which is now coming to 
fruition in Sidney Hillman. 

The labor political movement will, of 
course, have its ups and downs, and will 
ebb and flow, but it will, in the long run, 
steadily become the increasing force in 
American political life. While the CIO is 
creating a tight, solid organization to elect 
or defeat particular candidates, the AFL 
is cultivating the labor vote on more general 
terms, but yet effectively. A campaign to 
recruit 7,000,000 labor voters has been start- 
ed by the AFL. Local, nonpartisan political 
committees are being formed in every part 
of the country and in Alaska and Puerto 
Rico. The object of these committees is 
to get all AFL members to register and cast 
a vote. William Green, AFL president, 
states that his organization does not intend 
to become involved in partisan political ac- 
tivity or to become identified with political 
organizations, but a labor vote, consisting 
of the CIO adherents and the AFL’s seven 
millions, for labor’s interests will be a fac- 
tor to reckon with. Even so, labor will 
often fail to win elections, but the power 
and significance of this growing trend is 
clear.

X-Ray and Forecast 


The average American does not realize that there is as much confusion now in 
Washington and London as to when and how the war will end as there is in the mind 
of the individual citizen. _Nobody—Roosevelt or Churchill, Stalin or deGaulle—knows 
any more about it than you do. They keep up a front of “wisdom and knowledge with- 
held,” but they are just guessing, and their guesses cover a wide and disordered pattern. 
If you need proof of this read our brief report in this issue concerning the fact that 
one-third of the war expenditure of our government is expected to become a mountain 
of useless goods. We knew so little about what we were up against that, out of $260,- 
000,000,000 spent, $103,000,000,000 is waste of which only about $20,000,000,000 can be sal- 
vaged. War is an insane, wasteful, bloody method of solving human problems and 
would never survive were it not for the fact that from it some men can cet rich and 
politicans carve out a place in history for themselves that would never be possible if 
they had had to depend on sane, constructive achievement. 


Not Prepared for Peace 


The one thing you can be sure of is that we are not prepared for peace. In Wall 
Street recently many of America’s greatest financial leaders met to discuss the pos- 
sibilities of a sudden end of the war in Europe and the measures necessary to face it. 
The following points came out: The government really has no plan ready for handling 
the shock when the bottom drops out of war production and when millions of Amer- 
icans will be out of jobs. And business has no plan worked out either. Scores of 
ideas are talked of both in Wall Street and Washington, but nothing concrete is being 
done. Of course, there are the bills in Congress to pay unemployment insurance— 
which in itself shows how helpless political leaders feel in facing this inevitable prob- 
lem. Will salve on a sore cure infection in the blood? The fact is being neatly avoid- 
ed and suppressed, but we haven’t even begun to face the problem of unemployment. 


The big banking chiefs admit that the government can’t do much without maintain- 
ing as severe controls over business and industry in peace as have been maintained in 
war. Business does not want such control and will not tolerate it. To put it in black 
and white, the latest ngures on what is expected when Germany collapses are: Ap- 
proximately 12 billion dollars worth of war orders will be cancelled, with the strong 
likelihood that four to five million workers will immediately find themselves out of 
jobs; the Army will start demobilizing at the rate of about 300,000 men a month, and 
these men will justly demand jobs. That process can begin any time now. 


Casualty Rumors 


The stories being circulated throughout the country to the effect that the American 
forces fighting in France have suffered extremely heavy casualties because they have 
been pushed into more severe and difficult situations than the British are not true. 
When it comes to fighting and sustaining grim losses, our British comrades in arms 
bear their share gallantly and with courage. The rumors have become current because 
published casualty reports reveal that twice as many American boys as British are 
being killed and wounded, although the American people have not realized that there 
are twice as many Americans fighting in France as there are British. That fact has 
been suppressed. There is quite a row in Washington now about this blunder of sup-

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Nisei Treason 


The general public has been made to believe that most of the 
Americans of Japanese ancestry are disloyal saboteurs. We have 
repeatedly advised our readers of the untruth of this general im- 
pression forced upon the American people by the hate specialists, 
and we have pointed out the fact that any real cases of sabotage or 
treasonable action would be reported in the press in specific court 
terms as has been done in the instance of German saboteurs who 
have been prosecuted and punished. 

Such cases against Americans of Japanese descent have been con- 
spicuously absent. However, there is now being played up in much 
of the press, as if it were a typical and widespread instance, the 
charges brought by the government against three Japanese-American 
sisters, evacuated from the West Coast at the outbreak of war, who 
are accused of assisting Germans to escape from a prisoner-of-war 
camp in Colorado. One of the recaptured (recaptured after only 
two days of freedom) Nazis has testified that he obtained equipment 
for his escape—money, civilian clothing, a flashlight, maps, a rail- 
road timetable and an automobile—from the nisei women. 

The wonder is that there have not been more cases of such treason 
against the United States ;—widespread bitterness and disillusionment 
naturally prevails among citizens who were deprived of homes, busi- 
nesses and liberty although they were guilty of no offense or mis- 
demeanor. 


Internee’s Rights 


A Federal court judge has openly defended the rights of nisei 
who, because of evacuation and internment, have become bitter, even 
when what bitterness and hurt have made them unwilling to serve 
in the United States Army to fight for the country of which they 
are citizens. 

Judge Louis E. Goodman dismissed the indictment charging that 
26 nisei of the Tule Lake relocation center had violated draft regula- 
tions. Judge Goodman pointed out that an internee is “not a free 
agent nor is any plea he may make free or voluntary, and hence he 
is not accorded due process in this very proceeding.” 

The court decision in this case said that it was “shocking to the 
conscience that an American citizen be confined on the ground of 
disloyalty and then, while so under duress and restraint, be com- 
pelled to serve in the armed forces or prosecuted for not yielding to 
such compulsion.” 


Dinner Is Served 


American fliers, who had been forced to bail out over Occupied 
China and had been rescued by Chinese guerillas, were dinner guests 
in Free China of the Japanese People’s Emancipation League. This 
organization is made up of Japanese deserters and prisoners of war 
who serve the guerillas in intelligence and propaganda capacities. 
They discussed with the Americans several questions concerning 
America-Japan_ relationships and urged that Americans. at 
home be informed that the wars against America and China are 
against the will of the Japanese people, that it is “Tojo’s war” for 
the Japanese do not hate Americans, that the treatment accorded 
American prisoners in Japan is kept secret from the Japanese people, 
and that—as the League’s existence itself proves—many Japanese 
are working to overthrow their own military masters. 

For their part, the Americans stressed the fact that because Jap- 
anese soldiers apparently did not know that Americans treated Jap- 
anese prisoners decently, they resorted to mass suicide and last-ditch 
fighting. The Emancipation League promised to emphasize in its propa- 
ganda the fact that Japanese who fall into American hands are well 
—— so that the Japanese soldiers may be more willing to sur- 
render. 


Christian Color Blindness 


Hawaiians are “color blind” to racial differences. Their observa- 
tion of and experience with the commingling of various racial strains 
that make up the population of the Islands have taught them that 
the “human rainbow” depends for completion and full beauty on all 
the colors of the different races and nationalities. Such is the belief 
of the Right Rev. S. Harrington Littell, formerly Episcopal Bishop 
of Honolulu. 

Certainly the treatment accorded citizens of the various races in 
Hawaii stands out in sharp contrast to the way racial issues are 


handled in the United States. This is especially true of the Jap- 
anese-American situation. Continental United States has felt it 
necessary to make use of concentration camps for Americans of Jap- 
anese descent; Hawaii, which is 2,500 miles nearer Japan, finds such 
measures unnecessary. 

Speaking at the Cathedral of St. John the Divine in New York, 
Bishop Littell said that Hawaiians recognize and appreciate the con- 
tributions which all men of all kinds have given to the total good 
will and progress of the world. “The kind of treatment given to 
Americans of Japanese ancestry on the mainland would be impossible 
in Hawaii,” he said. “In both areas the attitudes since Pearl Har- 
bor reflect accurately the treatment previously given these groups 
through many years.” 

The Bishop from Hawaii pointed out that the 135,000 Japanese- 
Americans in Hawaii are loyal and intelligent citizens who are faith- 
fully serving the American war effort: 3,600 of them are in the 
armed forces, hundreds of these have given their lives in the defense 
of their country. Mainland citizens, said Dr. Littell, need to apply 
the attitudes and methods, which Hawaiians have found so success- 
ful, to further the solution of race tensions between Negro and white, 
Jew and Christian, as well as in American-Japanese relations, and 
he reminded his listeners that: 

“Recognition of all nations and races, as necessary constituent 
elements in the family of God, and of equal value to Him, will be 
the means of overcoming pride of race, domination of achievement 
and the selfish personal ambitions of men, all of which cause racial 
hatreds and religious strife, the chief causes of the struggle of our 
day.” 

In connection with this report of Bishop Littell’s sermon, it is 
interesting to note that a recent poll taken in Southern California 
and Arizona shows that an overwhelming proportion of pastors and 
church members favor “freedom of movement to loyal Japanese, any- 
where in the United States, on the same basis as other Americans 
and aliens of other countries,” including the right to return to the 
Pacific coast. 


Farmer Protection 


Many so-called “farmers’ ” organizations are blinds behind which 
big land owning corporations fight legislation and reforms that would 
benefit the small farmer and tenant farmers. Proof of this wis 
recently brought to light by the Senate La Follette Committee on Civil 
Liberties and Rights of Labor which investigated a farmers’ associa- 
tion of California. The outstanding contributors to this “Associated 
Farmers of California” for 1934-39, and the amounts given were:
